The report of the investigation into the 
condition of the situation in athletics 
after the original investigation created a 
situation inconducive to resolving the 
conditions situated in the department was 
released by President Bernard Hyink last 
Thursday evening as announced in the 
Hornet last Friday morning whichcame 
out last Friday afternoon so that most of 
you read it Monday morning and have 
undoubtedly forgotten it all by today.

Friday's Hornet, the release by Hyink 
also detailed the details of other 
implementations being implemented. 

Firstly, the college has now stated, and 
it’s about time, its philosophy of 
intercollegiate athletics. ‘‘The 
program. . .is primarily and essentially an 
integral part of the educational program 
of the college, dedicated to maximum 
student development through sound 
ethical and academic standards; sensitive 
attention to individual potentials; quality 
instruction; and, coaching by a 
well-qualified faculty. The program. . .is 
organized to provide important 
educational experiences fundamental to 
general education objectives, and to serve 
as a laboratory for the professional 


Loosening up-tight profs 
from within the system

The student who feels something really 
needs to be done about the way 
education is handled these days can find 
one comfort in the fact that many agree 
with him, among them the members of 
the Committee for a More Effective 
Education 
Committee Co-chairmen are Peg 
McKoane, associate dean of students, 
activities and housing, and John Hester, 
an assistant professor of mechanical 
engineering. It is the committee's purpose 
to give support to faculty and students 
who wish to try out new approaches to 
learning or, as Hester puts it, “Our whole 
thing is pushing people to think.” 

The committee, which is manned 
voluntarily and on an equal basis by 
faculty and students, is divided into three 
task forces and a steering committee to 
coordinate their activities. Even though 
all work on the committee is voluntary, 
response has been good. Mrs. McKoane 
explained, “My impression is that both 
faculty and students want to work on this 
pertinent task, and they see a great need 
for it,” because, “simply to talk about 
change is no good. You've got to talk 
about it first, make some plans, get some 
action.” 

This sort of dialogue is important since, 
as Hester puts it, “What happens in the 
classroom is both the responsibility of the 
professor and the student.” 

Linguistics professor Betty Berutti, both 
a member of the steering committee and 
of the techniques task force, was one of a 
dozen college professors who met at Mills 
College in early November for a 
workshop in innovative studies This 
workshop was a dry run for the Center 


for Innovative Studies that Mills professor 
William Bridges will open in the fall. 
Bridges sponsored the workshop as well. 

it was the intention of the workshop 
and will be the intention of the center to 
loosen up-tight professors’ views, and to 
introduce them to various innovative 
teaching methods 

Among the ways Mrs. Berutti herself is 
endeavoring to restore educational 
energies are various games lor 
restructuring classroom behavior; 
(discussion about traditional 
teacher-student roles,) and exercises for 
increasing concentration on goings on 
inside the classroom. As Professor Berutti 
explained, “We often bring outside 
distractions with us into the room, which 
prevents us from being totally aware and 
open to the learning process. A few 
minutes spent on ‘getting together’ at the 
beginning of the class, especially at the 
beginning of the semester, can make a lot 
of difference when teachers and students 
get down to work. Whatever methods of 
learning we then use to approach the 
subject, things seem to go better. | think 
students can concentrate on learning 
when they feel both comfortable 
physically and mentally and stimulated.” 
ourprisingly, though, Mrs. Berutti does 
see a need for straight lecture instruction 
She explained, “I think learning can and 
does occur in a wide variety of situations 
I have myself learned from lecturers and 
still use the technique when nothing else 
will do the job as well or as quickly 
When I ask students what sort of 
approach they want used in a course, 
they frequently reply that they wish me 
to lecture in areas of my _ special 
competence, which may sometimes be 
interpretations of the subject not 
otherwise available in library or texts.”

The report continued that with these 
goals in mind, SSC should enter into 
athletic competition with other colleges 
with a similar philosophy. The report 





then cited the philosophy of the Far 
Western Conference Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference (FWC) with which 
SSC is currently affiliated. Zounds, etc., 


they were similar. The second 
implementation, after stating the 
philosophy, which was the first 


implementation, then, is that SSC will 
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stay with the FWC. 

Thirdly, but certainly not lastly, 
‘‘consideration’’ is being given to 
expanding the functions of the athletic 
policy committee to include serving as 
the grievance board for student athletes. 
The lack of grievance procedures was one 
of the zy sore points touched upon by 
the original u. vestigations. Specifics as to 
how this procedure would operate have 
not yet been decided. 

Fourthly, “the college will follow the 
recommendations of the reorganization 
committee of the division of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation to 
establish a School of Health, Physical 
Education, Recreation and Athletics. This 
change ” the report added, “would bring 
about a better recognition of this 
important academic area and place it on 
an equal basis with the other schools 
within the college such as Engineering, 
Business Administration, Social Work and 
Education.” 

A feature of the new school will be a 
new department-—Men’s Intercollegiate 
Athletics. “Athletics” currently has no 
official departmental standing, a cause of 
many problems in the past. With this 
improvement, the bureaucratic position 
of coaches will no longer be standing 
somewhere out in left field. They will 
become official faculty members. This 
entitles them to stand somewhere out in 


right field. 
The final implementation being 
implemented is the expansion of the 


duties of the Director of Intercollegiate 
Athletics making him the chairman of the 
new department as well. In addition to 
his regular chairman-type duties he will 
assume the responsibility for: 
coordinating the program, processing 
eligibility certifications, facilitating 
student grievances, work with the 
financial aids office and “establish and 
implement procedures to guarantee an 
understanding by student athletes of his 
educational objectives.” 

He will get an assistant. His duties, in 
part, are to “perform duties in the area of 
human relati as.” The report did not 
state whether or not the director will 
have any human relations to deal with 
himself. Meanwhile, a “nation-wide 
search” is currently underway to find the 
director. (He is not lost, we don’t have 
one yet.) 

To be sure, these implementations are 
not all the steps that are being taken. 
They are, however, all that have been 
announced to date. Some might think 
they are not all that staggering in light of 
the commotion last year that necessitated 
a year’s work and two investigations by 
SSC alone. 

Such critics, however, would probably 
never be satisfied with anything short of a 
proposal that would radically change the 
concept of intercollegiate athletics. Such 
a proposal will probably never be 
forthcoming. The concept of change 
follows too closely to the dictates of 
Price’s Law: “If nobody wants 
it- nobody gets it.”

SYRACUSE, N.Y. (AP) A_ special committee 
appointed to investigate charges of racism leveled 
against the Syracuse University football coaching 
staff has found that the penalizing of black athletes 
who boycotted spring practice “was an aci ol 
institutional racism,” according to a_ student 
newspaper 

Dialog, a Syracuse student-owned news journal 
edited and published by Alan Stamm, a member of 
the 12-man committee, said the text published 
editions dated Tuesday was unofficial but had been 
reviewed and edited by the whole committee last 
week 

University officials said the 38-page official report 
would probably be made public Wednesday and 
refused to comment on the accuracy of the partial 
text published in the Dialog 

According to the news journal, copies of which 
had not been distributed through Monday, the 
committee recommended “that black athletes should 
not be penalized for focusing attention on the need 
for the university to diversify the racial composition 


of its football coaching staff when the university

Mastering the Draft

The ILI-A deferment is available to a registrant if he can show that his 
induction would cause extreme hardship to a person dependent upon 
him for support. The support may be financial or psychological or a 
combination of the two. The “dependent”, however, must be one of 
the individuals listed in the draft laws (father, mother, wife, child are 
the more commonly claimed from this list) 


The draft laws do not define “dependency” in any quantitative sense 
nor is “extreme hardship” defined. There have been only a few court 
cases testing a board's refusal to grant the deferment. (Perhaps because 
the registrant could not afford an attorney.) One of these cases 
contains a typical set of facts from which the court concluded that a 
valid case for the III-A deferment had been presented: (1) Registrant’s 
mother was 64, a widow of 9 years and unable to work (according to 
her medical report): (2) The registrant had two married brothers: one 
had a large family and lived 3000 miles away and the other was 
unemployed and had one child (and another expected soon): (3) 
Registrant had a gross annua! income of $8,500 and he contributed 
$175 per month to his mother’s support, and more when property 
taxes and insurance were due: (4) Registrant’s mother had a gross 
annual income of $1888 from dividends and Social Security payments 
(S) Registrant’s mother’s chronic condition of poor health was such 
that she required the care and attention of another person 


This case dealt primarily with financial dependency, though others 
have considered psychological dependency. Gaining deferment on the 
grounds of psychological dependency is usually a matter of proof 
Letters from a doctor, welfare agency, etc., are essential 


Some boards may grant the III-A deferment on facts less persuasive 

than those found by the court. Others might not grant it on more 
persuasive facts, in which case they would probably be acting illegally 
The problem is in drawing the line and that problem has not been 
solved Representative Hebert, a member of the House Armed Services 
Committee, summed it up this way: “One board will defer an individual 
yn a certain set of circumstances for hardship, and that same 
ndividual crosses the street into another board, given the same set of 
f conditions, and that board would not 
give him the deferment for hardship.”

In an attempt to remedy this problem, the federal courts in the 
Second Circuit have taken to the us tf Bureau of Labor Statistics. In 
at least two cases, the Court used the “minimum but adequate” income 
level determined by the Bureau for the particular geographical area in 
which the dependent lived. Income below this level, the Court 
intimated, would result in “extreme hardship.” You might, therefore, 
consider using these statistics when requesting deferment 


Here are a few points to bear in mind: (1) Your board will be 
interested in other sources of support available to your dependent 
should you be inducted. For example, in one case a registrant claimed 
his induction would leave his wife alone to pay all the rent. The Board 
responded by denying the deferment adding that his wife could return 
to her family where rent was not collected. (2) Be sure to explain why 
“extreme hardship” will result; mere dependency is not enough. For 
example, assume your father takes ill and you claim you must manage 
the business for him. So far you have not made oui 2 case. You must 
further show that if you do not manage the business your father will 
claim that the business will collapse leaving your father without 
income. You might argue that your fathe: will suffer severe 
psychological problems if this occurs. Remember, however, that your 
board may also ask if there isn't somebody else who could run the 
business other than you. (3) Try to have a cooperative dependent. In 
one recent case as estranged wife was claimed as a dependent. She got 
mad when her husband was late in his support payments and wrote the 
board asking for his induction. The board took away the registrant’s 
Ill-A deferment and ordered him for induction, It took a court to 
determine that, in fact, the payments were not late. (4) Finally, if you 
are thinking of applying for the deferment at some time in the future, 
start building a claim now. As the facts arise which might build together 
to constitute vour claim, inform your hoard Over a period of time 

your claim will be born. When discretionary deferments are 
involved, it is always advisable to avoid presenting a full-blown claim 
for the first time when induction is near. Skepticism is inevitable and 
will obviously affect the exercise of the board’s discretion 


This column is by no means an exhaustive explanation ot the III-A 
deferment. If you think you might have a III-A class claim, consult a 
draft counselor of Chapter 13 of our book “Mastering the Draft

The best of Ruben Salazar 


A chicano reminder on minorities 


This is the third of a selection of 
Ruben Salazar's columns, 
reprintedfrom the Los Angeles 
Times. Salazar, a Mexican-Amer- 
ican, was killed August 29 when 
rioting broke out at the National 
Chicano Moratorium Anti-War 
demonstration

It takes a bold Mexican to 
address the Urban League and tell 
its members too much attention is 
given blacks at the expense of 
Chicanos 

But that's the kind of guy 
Dionicio Morales is. Speaking 
before the League's recent 60th 
anniversary convention at the 
New York Hilton, Morales told his 


hosts that most Mexican-Amer 
cans “reject the oversimphifica 
tion that everything that is good 
for blacks is good for 


Mexican-Amenicans.”’ 

Morales, who has said that one 
the reasons Chicanos and 
blacks don't get along too well is 


ot 


that Negroes tend to be black 
Anglos, reminded the Urban 
League that it was Booker I 


Washington who warned of the 
danger of standardization 

In his book, “Pu From Slavery,” 
the black educator, Morales 
pointed out, says that “No white 
American ever thinks any other 
race is wholly civilized until he 
wears the white man’s clothes, 
eats the white man’s food, speaks 
the white man’s language and 
professes thewhite man’s 
religion.” 

In Washinton, D.C., 
power is, and even 
Southwest, where 
Mexican-Americans outnumber 
blacks, the word “minority” is 
equated with the term “black,” 
Morales said. Because of this, 
Morales warned, blacks and 
Chicanos are on a collision course 
Morales, executive director of 
the Los Angeles based 
Mexican-American Opportunity 
Foundation, told his hosts that 
blacks and Mexican-Americans 
together ‘‘could make 
unprecedented progress of 
unimaginable mutual benefit.” 
“But if we muff it, and miss the 
opportunity, the blacks may end 
up with another unexpected 
burden on their backs-—on top of 
all the rest and that burden may 
well be the frustrated, rejected, 
neglected, and hostile 
Mexican-American.” 

Morales, a fighter for “‘la raza” 
when many of the present 
Chicano leaders were in diapers, 1s 
used to tackling tough issues. An 
early foe of the bracero system 
Morales traveled to Mexico City 


where the 
in the 
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once and publicly told the 
Mexican government it should do 
something about stopping the 
flow of cheap Mexican labor to 
the United States because 
Mexican nationals were taking 
jobs away from Mexican-Amer 
icans while the Mexican nationals 
were being exploited by American 
employers 

Both governments issued 
statements against Morales 

Now Morales is saying, to the 
Urban League yet, that “blacks 
get a disproportionate number of

the important opportunities and 
appointments intended for 
minorities.” 

“This fact,”” Morales told the 
historic 60th anniversary Urban 
League conference, “is becoming 
more and more abrasive to my 
people throughout the 
Southwest.” 


According to 4a 
Metropolitan Applied Research 
Center, there are 1586 elected 
black officials in the United 
States, including 10 members of 
Congress (one senator), 173 state

Morales told 
“that we emphasize 
to black representatives in 
positions of influence and 
authority that the word ‘minority’ 


includes others than blacks and 
that this fact is more of an 
opportunity than a threat.” 

Morales reminded the League 
that though blacks are the 
nation’s largest minority, with 
some 20 million people, and 
Latins the second largest, with 10 
millon, Mexican-Americans are

the largest minority in the 
Southwest 

“It worries me that our two 
groups are pretty much doing 
their own thing, each with little 
regard for the other,” Morales 
said ‘Fach without 
communication with the other, in 
a total absence of mutual 


understanding and organization.” 
Morales said his message was that 


“the mobilization of the black 
community must not be 
accomplished as though the 


brown community does not exist 


Nor should the converse be 
allowed to come about.” 
Morales said Dr. Charles 


Hamilton of Columbia University 
summed up the problem when he 
said, “We have allowed ourselves 
to be caught up in time 
consuming public debates with 
each other, while our true 


oppressors go right on oppressing 
us.” 


The fact remains, however, that 
Morales was really indicting 
Washington more than anyone 
else for its easy way out of 


equating “minority” with black 
This was reinforced by the filing 
pe‘ tion for redress of 
grievances against the 
Administration by, among others 
the California Rural Leagal 
Assistance, the Mexican-American 
Political Association, and the 
Chicano Law Students 
Association of California 

The petition pointed out that 
“the branch, despite 
eloquent and the

“We started putting it together 
because every time we went out 
to talk to sisters in colleges, 
housewives or whatever, we got 
bursitis from carrying the 
literature around, endless 


mimeographed sheets. We wanted 
to have, in one cheap, easily 


available source, the movement's 
classic papers, “The Politics of 
Housework” and stuff like that 
and also a lot of new material.”’ 


About 90 percent of the book's 
material is original 

She continued, “We then started 
making demands on the 
publishing house because we 
wanted it to be untouched by 


male hands. As it turns out, it isa 


book written, conceived, edited 
copy-edited proofread, 
designed the works by women 


We worked only with women 
editors at Random House.” 

“Sisterhood is Powerful” was 
published in hard cover by 
Random House and in paperback 
by Vintage Books. Apparently 
Robin nearly drove the publishers 
crazy with her demands. “The 
two major demands that we made 
were that the book be published 
simultaneously in soft cover and 
hard cover because, since it’s very 
big, the hard cover is very 
expensive and we wanted people 
to be able to afford it 

“The other demand which they 
were not happy about (though it's 
none of their bloody business) is 
that all the royalties go to the 
women’s movement Loca) 
organizations of the women’s 
movement will be able to use the 
funds they get from the book's 
royalties as they Robin 
suggested that the 
possible uses are bail and defense 
funds, halfway houses (“to help 
recently widowed and divorced 
sisters get back on their feet’) 
abortion funds and child care 
centers 

Though she was billed as a liberal 
feminist by the Cultural Programs 
Committee which sponsored her 
speech, Robin Morgan’s topic was 
“Revolutionary Feminism.” 

She explained that, ‘The 
Women's Liberation Movement 
across the country seems to be 
showing three tendencies 
revolutionary feminism and two 
other things: a feminist right and 
a male left.” She sees NOW 
(National Organization for 
Women) as representative of the 
feminist right. NOW works within 
the system and lobbies 
legislatures. She explains that 
structured, hierarchical, 
competitive, non-experimental,

non-cooperative forms are 
representative of the feminist

Robin says that she is, as are 


many other feminists, a refugee 


from the male left where she

Athletic prejudice, 
what final solution? 


After a year of investigating, fact-finding and soul-searching, the fina 
report on the alleged discrimination within our athletic department has 
seen its way clear of the Academic Senate and the administration to 
render its verdict on how the college plans to ameliorate the racism 
issue 

With all due respect to the Desmond committee, the third in a line of 
investigative committees, they were thorough in documenting the case 
for both sides. That is to their credit. The recommendations the 
committee arrived at after hearing the evidence is another thing. They 
left something to be desired The joint conference of the top echelon at 
the college diligently read and considered al! the facets of the evidence 
presented to them and then handed down implementation procedures 
the subtle manifestations of prejudice and 
discrimination,” commonly known as the ‘speck in your eve’ theory 

These plans, the College Commission on Racial Discrimination and the 
seminar in Psychology “Ethnic Consideration in Athletics” are 
meaningful academic approaches to the problem. Their form and 
structure suggest the positive attitude held by many that the situation 
can be cleared up. The college has even gone so far as to set up a code 
of conduct concerning racial discrimination for the coaches, with which 
the failure to comply would subject an individual to reassignment or 
dismissal 

All the coaches and personnel involved here have been made awareof 
the college's position, giving them a chance to eliminate their own 
personal biases.

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Nixon’s college reform set- still awaiting Congress OK 


Washington (AP) - The Department of 

Health, Education and Welfare 
announced that a major portion of 
President Nixon's plan for reforming 
college-student aid will go into effect 
next fall without the need for Congress to 
act. 


Secretary Elliot L. Richardson of the 

department announced new national 
standards requiring colleges and 
universities to focus $340 miliion in 
federal educational opportunity grants 
and college work-study funds on 
low-income students beginning the fall of 
1971. First priority will go to those 
students from families earning less than 
$3,000 a year. 


lowest-income families on a uniform 
national basis 

The reform pian has bogged down in 
House and Senate committees after 
meeting opposition from major education 
organizations 

A department spokesman said the 
administration has now decided it does 
not need additional legislative authority 


to revamp the grant and work-study 
programs 
But congressional approval is still 


necessary for similar changes in the $355 
million direct and guaranteed loan 
programs, the spokesman said. 

“What we are doing now gets nght to 
the under-$3,900 family income group 
about which the President expressed so 
much concern,” Richardson said in 4 


Nixon’s March 19 message on higher 
education: ‘‘Something is basically 
unequal about opportunity for higher 
education, when a young person whose 
family earns more than $15,000 a year is 
nine times more likely to attend college 
that a young person whose family earns 
less than $3,000.” 


Colleges now have complete control 
over what amount of their allocated 
work-study and federal grant aid will go 
to various students.The Office of 
Education, however, has asked them to 
concentrate aid on low-income students. 


The new HEW requirement removes the 
discretionary authority from colleges and 
in essence directs how the aid will be 
distributed among students, a department 


students. 


Presidents of higher-tuition private 
schools have objected that these 
provisions are discriminatory and will 
make it more difficult to finance the 
education of needy minority students at 
such colleges as Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton. 


The present system, however, favors 
such prestige colleges that are more adept
